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1. Purpose. — The purpose of this manual is to furnish to mili- 
tary police of posts, camps, and stations a guide lor the preparation of 
forms needed to facilitate operations and for the recording of necessary 
statistics. Only those records considered most essential have been 
included. Forms which are considered as a minimum requirement for 
the efficient operation of the office of the provost marshal and military 
police units under his control are so designated. 

Note.— Where there is an Internal Security and Intelligence Division with one 
officer handling provost duties and another handling intelligence duties, the first 
is the provost marshal and the second is the intelligence officer. Where one 
officer occupies both offices, he is known as the internal security and intelligence 

officer. 

2. Administrative records. — Each organization will be required 
to maintain its own administrative record. As these vary according 
to local regulations and conditions, no attempt has been made to 
discuss them in this manual. 

3. Essential elements of a military police record system, — 
a. The actual number of forms required at any individual provost 
marshal's office will depend to a large extent upon the size of the post 
and the military and civil population. The basic elements of a record 
system outlined in b below may be adjusted to meet local requirements. 

6. Regardless of local conditions, the maintenance of certain forms 
is considered necessary to the efficient organization of the provost 
marshal's office. These forms cover records of complaints, investi- 
gations and arrests, wanted and missing persons, confinement and 
release of prisoners, property records, traffic records, and records and 
reports of activities. Essential forms are numbered consecutively; 
supplemental forms are unnumbered (see sec. V). 
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4. Complaint and investigation report. — a. A record is made 
of all offenses and incidents referred to the military police which 
require action. 

b. The Complaint and Investigation Report (Form No. 1) is used as 
the record of each complaint and investigation. It is the initial and 
control record. A report is made out in duplicate immediately upon 
receipt of the complaint. Each report is numbered consecutively; 
the original. is retained for file, the duplicate copy is turned over to the 
individual investigating the complaint. The action of the investi- 
gator is recorded on original and duplicate. If the complaint is un- 
founded and requires no further action, both copies are filed. If the 
complaint is justified and investigation reveals the existence of the 
condition about which the complaint was made, or the commission of 
an offense, the report is completed in detail and attached to the Re- 
port of Arrest or other form submitted to the provost marshal and to 
higher authority. 

c. An investigation is required of all offenses reported to the military 
police. 

d. The form must be a complete initial record of the facts of the 
case. The following information will be recorded: 

(1) Persons attacked. — Show the number of victims, their sex and 
race, whether adults or juveniles and, as far as possible, their assign- 
ment or occupation. This is valuable information because some 
offenders tend to specialize in offenses against certain racial, occupa- 
tional, or age groups. 

(2) Property attacked. — Indicate the type of premises on which the 
offense was committed, such as barracks, post exchange, gasoline 
station, etc. If a building is used for several different purposes, indi- 
cate first the purpose for which the particular room entered is used and 
after that the general use of the building. 

(3) Method oj attack. — Show the general manner in which the crime 
was committed. In a case of burglary, state the location of the door 
or window by which entrance was gained. In a robbery case, indicate 
whether the victim was threatened, strong-armed, slugged, etc. In a 
larceny case, specify the place from which the property was stolen, 
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such as desk, cash register, clothesline, porch, etc., and the means of 
attack, such as carrying away, driving away, shoplifting, etc. Show 
briefly any instruments, tools, or devices used in attacking persons or 
property. In burglary cases, all tools should be specifically described, 
showing for instance the size of a jimmy or a drill; in robbery cases, 
give the best possible description of the weapon used. 

(4) Object of attack. — In crimes against property, the property 
stolen will be the object of attack. Show the specific type of property 
taken, such as money, jewelry, clothing, silverware, cigarettes, or other 
objects. In crimes against the person, the object of attack will be 
expressed in terms of the motive (as distinguished from property). 
Examples are jealousy over promotion, illicit love affair, robbery (in 
case of murder), hi-jacking, battle, quarrel, etc. 

(5) Synopsis. — Under this heading will be succinctly outlined a 
summary of the material facts set forth in the details of the report. It 
represents the meat, the sum and substance of the investigation. To 
prepare a synopsis, the case must be reviewed from beginning to end. 
Only the essential elements of the case are selected and brief notes 
made of the important facts in the case. From these notes the whole 
report is condensed into a few well-connected paragraphs in the same 
sequence as the details. Good practice is to make an outline of the 
case, breaking down the accumulated information into sentences 
which express a main point. Then eliminate unnecessary details and 
reword and revise until only the basic elements, composed into a 
synopsis, are retained. The reader must be able, from his reading of 
the synopsis, to get a general picture of the facts so that the whole of 
the details can be formulated in skeleton form with detailed verifica- 
tion from another part of the form. A synopsis should never contain 
addresses, descriptions, and other matters which are essentially 
details. Generally in the synopsis no reference is made to originating 
data, information upon which the investigation is predicated, and 
similar matters. Orders or other basis for the investigation should be 
briefly set forth in the first paragraph. Thus the synopsis may 
properly begin with — 

' 'Investigation reveals that " or 

"Interview of George Brown reveals that "or 

"Inspection of credit agencv reports on the subject reveal that 



As to form, a synopsis in an extensive report which occupies more 
than the first page is continued on an additional page of the report. 
e. Supplementary investigation report. — Further investigation con- 
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cerning new phases of "suspended" cases will be filled out on standard 
letter paper and attached to the Investigation Report. The military 
policeman originally assigned the case normally completes the case for 
the provost marshal. By means of his current file he is aware of cases 
pending. Pertinent facts subsequently exposed to other members of 
that organization will be reported to the person assigned the case for 
further investigation. 

5. Follow-up procedure. — An established procedure for the 
follow-up of pending cases is usually necessary. This may be accom- 
plished through the use of a simple "tickler" of "suspense date" file. 
The system must be simple but adequate to serve the purpose. 

6. Arrests. — a. Definition. — An arrest is the apprehension or taking 
into custody of a person charged with an offense. 

6. Occasion. — Arrests may be made — 

(1) When the violator is observed by a military policeman in the 
act of committing an offense. 

(2) After the offense has been committed, when the person known 
or believed to have committed the offense is detected and taken into 
custody. 

c. Classification. — Arrests may be classified according to the action 
required by regulations as follows: 

(1) Persons arrested and charged with offenses by the military 
police. In those cases official punitive action is required by regula- 
tions. 

(2) Persons taken into custody temporarily, warned, and returned 
to their organizations for action. In these cases punitive action is 
not mandatory. 

d. Apprehension or surrender of deserters. — Deserters may either 
surrender or be apprehended. In either case the military police when 
involved should keep complete records. 

e. Arrest of military personnel by civil police. — Arrangements are 
made with civil police authorities to secure a copy of the report of 
arrest of a member of the military establishment. The military 
police will execute the Report of Arrest (Form No. 3) from informa- 
tion received from the civil police. The provost marshal may forward 
this information to the organization commander of the offender by 
Report of Delinquency (Form No. 6). 

/. Arrest of civilians. — (1) A report should be made of each civilian 
arrested for a military offense. Complaint and Investigation Report 
(Form No. 1) and Report of Arrest (Form No. 3) may be used for this 
purpose with an appropriate notation under "Disposition", for exam- 
ple, "Turned over to the U. S. District Attorney/' etc. If requested, 
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or as part of an agreement with civil authorities, copies may be fur- 
nished to the local police. 

(2) Agreements should be made with the local police to secure 
copies of the records of arrest of civilians charged with offenses against 
members of military organizations. 

g. Recording .—All arrests must be recorded. The Report of Arrest 
(Form No. 3) is a basic record of the action taken by the military 
police and therefore must be accurately made and filed for reference. 
These records make it possible to compare the number of arrests with 
the number of complaints received, offenses committed, and investi- 
gations made. The records of a case should follow in sequence from 
the original complaint to the final disposition after arrest and trial; or 
in the case of "on view" arrests, where a complaint and investigation 
have not been made, the records should include the arrest and the 
subsequent action. 

h. Reports oj arrest. — (1) Types of reports, — (a) Report of Arrest 
(Form No, 3) is used to record the apprehension or taking into custody 
of a person charged with an offense for which punitive action is manda- 
tory. This form is filled out by the arresting military policeman as 
soon as possible after the arrest is made and given to the proper 
recording authority, normally the desk sergeant. Two or more 
copies may be made for distribution by the records section to inter- 
ested parties as local conditions or regulations require. 

(6) Report of the apprehension or surrender of an alleged deserter 
is made on a separate record (Form No. 4). The original is retained 
by the military police. Copies are distributed to persons interested 

(2) Fingerprints. — Fingerprints are a positive means of identifica- 
tion. All persons arrested who have not been registered, as shown by 
Personal Identification Index Card (Form No. 24) file, will be finger- 
printed on Personal Identification Fingerprint Card (Form No. 22). 
The Personal Identification Index file should always be made avail- 
able to the desk sergeant in order to obtain the necessary verification. 
Form No. 22 bearing the fingerprints will be protected from wear and 
tear and made available only to the proper records authority. 

(3) Photograph. — The photograph is a valuable means of identifi- 
cation. It is the basic record used for the purpose of designating 
persons to be identified on sight. Like fingerprints, the photograph 
may be taken in conjunction with the arrest of individuals for certain 
offenses prescribed by regulations, 

(4) Individual's record oj offenses. — (a) The previous offense record 
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of each individual will be recorded on Form No. 5, Record of Offenses. 
This is a card file used to — 

1. Record all offenses committed by the individual. 

2. Keep records on all places frequented by soldiers. 

8. Keep records on all employees on each place recorded in 2 



(6) It is recommended that cross index cards by crimes or offenses, 
or certain types of crimes or offenses known to be often committed 
by "repeaters, " be kept and names of all individuals convicted, sus- 
pected, or otherwise involved in them, entered thereon. 

Examples : 

Sodomy Robbery Sex crimes 

Arson Murder Peeping Toms 

Ruffianism Burglary 

i. Notice to commanding officer and others. — In every case where an 
individual subject to the Articles of War and Army Regulations is 
arrested, a Report of Delinquency (Form No. 6) is irfade by the pro- 
vost marshal and forwarded to the commanding officer and/or other 
officials concerned, as required by local regulations. In event the unit 
commander desires the history of the individual's previous offenses, 
he may obtain this information by contacting the records section. 

j. Disposition. — Complete disposition of all cases should be entered 
on all records of the arrest. When the offenses reported on Form 
No. 6 are serious in nature or the offense is a repetition of previous 
offenses, the provost marshal requests the report of final action taken 
by having Form No. 6 completed for the adjutant's signature. Diffi- 
culty may be experienced in learning the disposition of completed 
cases. The records of the military police must be complete and, in 
order to secure the final disposition of pending cases, some means of 
follow-up is necessary. The procedure for accomplishing this may 
vary. It may be done by sending a copy of the Report of Arrest 
with Form No. 1 to the organization for entry of final disposition, or 
by sending the Report of Delinquency to the organization requiring 
indorsement, or by using a simple disposition form giving name of 
individual, charge, date of arrest, and space for final disposition. 
Disposition of Delinquency (Form No. 7) is used when the report to 
the provost marshal of final action taken has been delayed. 

7. Offenses observed. — Observation and knowledge of certain 
offenses which do not require arrest, offenses committed when it is 
impracticable for arrest to be made at the time, the confiscation of 
property, or other incidents must be reported by the military police. 
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An accurate record of all happenings during the military policeman's 
tour of duty is recorded on Report of Incident (Form No. 2). This 
enables the provost marshal to obtain a clear picture of the current 
police control and assists in the planning and preparation of recom- 
mendations for the improvement of conditions for which the com- 
manding officer is responsible. 

8. Indexing and filing of complaints, investigations, and ar- 
rests. — a. General. — The Complaint and Investigation Report, Report 
of Arrest, Personal Fingerprint Identification, and Record of Offenses 
are basic records and are closely related to each other. The indexing 
and filing of these records should be considered on the basis of their 
relation to each other and to the whole result. The Complaint and 
Investigation Report (Form No. 1) is the initial or basic control 
record. Investigation either determines that the complaint is un- 
founded or that further action is required. If unfounded, this report 
is completed and the case closed ; if action is taken, a Report of Arrest 
(Form No. 3) is made, attaching thereto Synopsis of Testimony 
Sheets, and/or subsequent action sheets. Following the arrest, the 
notice to the commanding officer and the final disposition, using 
Report of Delinquency (Form No. 6), are prepared. Thus, these 
records are closely related. 

6. Complaint and investigation file. — Each Complaint and Investi- 
gation Report is filled out in duplicate and numbered consecutively. 
Initially the original is retained at the record center in such a manner 
as to keep the case actively observed until properly completed for 
file ; the other copy may be given to the person assigned to the investi- 
gation. Upon completion of the initial investigation, the results are 
entered on both copies. If the complaint is unfounded, results of the 
investigation are entered under "This Offense is Declared" on the 
Complaint and Investigation Report (Form No, 1). The originals 
are filed in numerical order. In cases where offenses have been 
committed, a notation is made on both copies of this report. The 
copy is then attached to the original and filed in the complaint and 
investigation file. 

c. Investigation index file. — Files should be distinctly marked with 
the numbers of the cases filed therein. Example: "Complaint and 
Investigation Reports, Numbered 1 to 99." A case record file, simi- 
lar to Form No. 5, or an Investigation Index Card is made for each 
investigation report or case. The number of cards made for each 
case is dependent on the number of card files maintained and number 
of persons involved in the case. The index cards are filed by the 
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name of the victim in an alphabetical file. Additional copies may be 
made and filed by case number or location of offense. Each card is 
marked to show in which file it should be placed. The cards in the 
"case number" file are filed numerically, " location of offense" file 
if divided by organization or location. 

d. Report of arrest file. — Each arrest is numbered in sequence in a 
series of numbers separate from the numbers used for complaints and 
offenses. Two copies are made out immediately after the arrest. One 
copy is filed in alphabetical order and one copy is filed in nimierical 
order. The alphabetical file may serve as an index to the fingerprint 
file and the offense history file. The reports of arrest may be indexed, 
but it is not essential under this system. If indexed, names of sub- 
jects arrested should be used and the cards filed in alphabetical order. 

e. Deserters report file. — Reports of Apprehension of Alleged 
Deserter (Form No. 4) are filed under the heading "Deserters" in 
alphabetical order. 

/. Fingerprint file. — (1) Fingerprints are given the same case num- 
ber as the corresponding report of arrest in the event Form No. 24 
file shows no previous registration of offender. 

(2) Personal Identification Fingerprint (Form No. 22) is filed by 
either of the following methods, depending upon availability of a 
fingerprint classification expert. 

(a) Fingerprint classification. 

(b) Numerically, according to the identification number. 

(3) See paragraph 22 for filing Personal Identification Index Cards 
(Form No. 24). 

g. Photograph file. — Photographs are given appropriate identifi- 
cation numbers and are mounted for file on — 

(1) Personal Identification Index Card (Form No. 24). 

(2) Personal Identification Card (Form No. 23). 

(3) Form No. 22 when necessary. 

A. Record of offenses file. — The record of offenses is a history in con- 
junction with arrest and fingerprint files. It contains the complete 
previous offense record of each individual arrested. Record of 
Offenses (Form No. 5) is filed in alphabetical order. 

9. Prosecution records. — In the case of a person arrested, charged, 
and brought to trial, it is desirable for the provost marshal to allow the 
properly appointed trial judge advocate to examine the records of the 
accused in the military police records section, and to have certified or 
photostatic copies thereof if desired. However, the original records 
will not be taken from the records section without express permission 
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of the provost marshal in each case, and then only on written receipt. 

10. Military policeman's notebook. — It is advisable that the 
military policeman's notebook contain the following: 

a. Regulations covering the military policeman's duties relative 
to that particular station. 

b. A filler notebook. 

c. A pencil. 

Accompanying the regulations should be listed important items to 
be covered in conducting each type of investigation with which the 
military policeman may be confronted in order to prepare more com- 
prehensive and complete reports on the incidents in which he partici- 
pated. Traffic Violation Report (Form No. 15) is furnished as a 
guide for other abbreviated standard loose leaf forms to be carried in 
this notebook. Regulations will govern the method of keeping the 
notebook and provide for regular inspections. 

11. Report of A. W. O. L.'s.— The Report of A. W. O. L.'s 
(Form No. 8) is used for recording information concerning the soldier 
who is reported to the military police as absent without leave. These 
forms are alphabetically filed under a separate heading and are always 
available to the desk sergeant. This same form may be used as a 
report of missing persons and can, when necessary, be used to inform 
the civil police. 

12. Prisoners. — Accurate records must be kept of persons taken 
into custody and the disposition made of them. 

a. Order jor confinement. — (1) The procedure for confinement of 
prisoners is based on AR 600-355. A Confinement and Receipt 
Order (Form No. 9) must accompany each person to be confined as 
authority to the person responsible for the individual after confine- 
ment. Two copies are made; the original is kept by the person re- 
ceiving the prisoner and the duplicate is signed by the person receiving 
the prisoner and returned to the military police as a receipt. 

(2) The reports are filed under the heading " Confinement.' ' 

b. Release of prisoner. — (1) An order signed by proper authority 
is required for the release of a prisoner. The Order for Release of 
Prisoner (Form No. 10) is used. Two copies of the form are delivered 
to the authority making the release as a receipt; the other copy goes 
to the person receiving the prisoner. 

(2) The reports are filed under a separate heading " Releases. " 

13. Lost, stolen, found, or recovered property report. — Lost, 
stolen, found, or recovered property reported to the military police 
includes both personal and Government property. Complete records 
of all property reported are kept. 

a. Files maintained. — (1) For each item of lost or stolen property, 
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a separate 4 by 6 card should be prepared for filing by serial number 
or by other identifying mark. Where property does not contain an 
identifying serial number, initials or some other means of definitely 
indicating the identity of the property, it is satisfactory to make one 
card for two or more items; for example, where two or more articles, 
bearing no identifying marks, are stolen at the same time. The type 
of cards used for this purpose is illustrated in Stolen and Recovered 
Property Report (Form No. 11). This is a general form used for all 
types of property. 

(2) These cards are cross-referenced to the offense report for stolen 
property. Records of personal property of prisoners, property found, 
and other property brought to the attention of the military police 
are maintained in the stolen property index. 

(3) In many localities, pawnbrokers and second-hand dealers are 
required to record the data directly on 3 by 5 cards which are furnished 
by the law enforcement agencies. Contacts may be made with local 
police to check these records. 

(4) The cards representing numbered items are filed according to 
the last three digits of the number; for example, the three cards 
representing pistols, bearing numbers 123,000, 424,000, and 646,000 
would ^11 be filed behind the guide card representing all numbers 
ending in three ciphers. Stolen automobiles are filed behind the guide 
card representing the last three digits of the motor number. In a 
small file it is sufficient to group the cards according to the last two 
digits instead of the last three. 

(5) Generally, property bearing a serial number is filed by number 
without reference to the type of property involved. If no identifying 
serial numbers are available, the property is filed first by type of 
article. Property bearing initials or inscriptions may be further 
subdivided according to the first letter. 

(6) Rings are filed first according to type (diamond, emerald, etc.), 
then by design (Tiffany, Belcher, Gipsy). Further subdivision of 
this portion of the file may be based upon the size of the stone or the 
number of stones in the ring. 

(7) Diamond-set articles (except rings) may be filed according to 
the number of diamonds, and also by the design. Other stone-set 
pieces may be similarly filed. 

(8) Index cards representing clothing are generally segregated first 
as to male or female, after which subdivisions are made by the article, 
then by color, and thereafter by maker's name or other mark. 

(9) Other miscellaneous types of property are generally filed pur- 
suant to the foregoing principles. 

(10) Special emphasis is placed on the section of the stolen prop- 
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erty index which is composed of cards bearing identifying serial num- 
bers, since this is the section which normally will produce the largest 
number of property , identifications. This applies to such Govern- 
ment property as pistols, rifles, field glasses, and compasses. 

b. Description of property. — It is important to obtain an accurate and 
comprehensive description of property reported lost or stolen, for 
without such information there is little likelihood of effecting an 
identification of the property at a later date. Regulations should 
specify the descriptive data which should be recorded for individual 
types of property and these regulations should be fully complied with 
by each member of the organization. The following illustrates the 
types of descriptive information which should be recorded: 

(1) Military property. — In the description of all military property 
both military nomenclature and the common names are used. 

(2) Miscellaneous. — Concerning other types of articles such as 
typewriters, adding machines, radios, cameras, musical instruments, 
bicycles, and other tools, always show the serial and model numbers, 
if available, as well as the kind of article, maker's name, color, initials, 
and other special identifying features. 

c. Stolen vehicles. — Stolen vehicles are reported to civil police. 
Stolen automobile parts and accessories should be indexed and the 
operation of the file with reference to such items will be generally 
similar to that already explained. 

14. Property records. — a. Procedure. — A special routine for the 
handling of all property, separate from Government property issued 
to the organization, is used. Property records may be generally 
classed as follows: 

(1) Stolen and Recovered Property Report (Form No. 11). 

(2) Evidence Label. 

(3) Receipt for Property (Form No. 12). 

The required initial records are made when property is received or 
when the military police unit becomes responsible for it. A receipt 
is given for all property; it is labeled, responsibility for it is definitely 
fixed, provisions are made for its safekeeping and storage, and when 
it is finally disposed of a receipt is taken, Receipt for Property (Form 
No. 12). Evidence must bear an identifying mark of the person first 
receiving it in connection with an investigation. It is appropriately 
labeled so as to be connected with the investigation, and its relation 
thereto briefly described. Property is kept in the custody of one 
responsible individual, as its complete history must be traced by the 
exchange of receipts from the time the property is first received until 
it is finally disposed of. The forms are used as indicated by the titles. 
b. Indexing and filing reports. — Property reports are filed under 
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separate headings according to the titles of the forms. The reports 
are filed according to dates. Receipts are attached to the forms to 
which they apply. A system of indexing may be developed for ready 
reference. Pending records are kept in an active file and separated 
from the completed cases. All property of a questionable nature is 
checked against the lost and stolen property file. 

15. Traffic records. — Traffic records of accidents and traffic 
enforcement activities are established to disclose pertinent facts which 
can be used to indicate causative factors that may be reduced or 
eliminated by preventive measures, and to fix responsibility so that 
appropriate disciplinary action may be taken and any damage claims 
may be properly adjusted. 

a. Traffic Accident Report. — Traffic Accident Report (Form No. 13) 
is designed for use when the investigating officer has the time and 
facilities necessary to make a complete and thorough investigation of 
each accident. It will apply particularly to the zone of the interior 
and in nontactical situations. Where necessary, Report of Incident 
(Form No. 2) using the reverse side for diagram and additional infor- 
mation required may be used. 

(1) Filing and indexing accident reports. — One copy of the Accident 
Report (W. D. Form No. 39 or Form No. 13) is made for each accident 
investigated. The reports are filed in numerical order. The accident 
reports are indexed by name of driver, organization, and/or location. 
Accident Report Index Card or Form No. 5 is used for this purpose. 
The cards giving the names of drivers are filed alphabetically; the 
organization and location files are subdivided according to local 
needs. 

(2) Spot maps. — Colored pins on local maps are an excellent 
means of recording graphically a spot record of the location and 
nature of accidents for control purposes. 

b. Traffic violations. — (1) Traffic enforcement is based on local 
regulations, which are enforcement authority for the military police. 
The regulations define what constitutes a violation and the penalties 
connected therewith. 

(2) The action taken against violators may be classified as follows : 

(a) Arrests. 

(b) Warnings. 

(c) Report of traffic violation. 

c. Arrests. — When the violator is taken into custody either by 
arrest when the violation occurs, or reported for disciplinary action 
after the violation, Report of Traffic Violation (Form No. 14) is 
made out. Two or more copies are made, and the copy or copies 
are retained for file. 
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d. Warning reports. — A notice of Traffic Violations Observed 
(Form No. 16) is made out and mailed to all civilians reported for 
traffic violations which do not call for immediate arrest. The provost 
marshal in the name of the commanding officer can immediately 
bar from the reservation any vehicle the operation of which thereon 
might be a detriment to life, limb, or property. Confirmation can 
be mailed in a similar form letter as soon as practicable. Form No. 
16 is made out in a single copy and recorded on Individual History 
Traffic Violation Card, or Form No. 5. 

e. Recording traffic violations. — Traffic violations observed by 
military policemen must be recorded. A Report of Incident (Form 
No. 2) is made out for each case and turned in to the desk sergeant 
before the officer's relief from his tour of duty. Form No. 15, in 
loose leaf form, is recommended for the military policeman's notebook 
for recording information immediately after observation of a violation. 

/. Indexing and filing oj records oj traffic violations. — (1) Traffic vio- 
lation report. — Report of Traffic Violation (Form No. 14) may be 
filed in alphabetical order under the heading "Traffic Violation 
Report. " Each report will be numbered. A separate series of num- 
bers for traffic arrests alone may be used, or the numbers may run 
in the same series as the regular arrest file. If it is considered neces- 
sary, an additional copy of the Report of Traffic Violation may be 
made and filed by the organization. 

(2) Warning report. — Notice of Traffic Violations Observed (Form 
No. 16) is made out in duplicate and filed in alphabetical order under 
the heading "Warning Report." 

(3) Individual history of traffic violations. — All traffic violations are 
indexed by the name of the violator. Individual History of Traffic 
Violations . (Form No. 5) is used for this purpose. All violations 
committed by the individual are entered on this record. The records 
are filed in alphabetical order and may be divided by organization 
if considered necessary. 

16. Desk sergeant's blotter. — The desk sergeant's blotter is a 
running record, like a diary or journal, containing in chronological 
sequence all incidents which should be made a matter of record. 
All entries are made by the desk sergeant during his tour of duty. 
This form is a summary of activities and is a ready and accessible 
record. 

17. Desk sergeant's report. — The Desk Sergeant's Report 
(Form No. 17) is a brief report, made out and submitted by the desk 
sergeant, of all arrest cases brought to his attention during his tour 
of duty. The importance of this report is apparent by a study of 
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subject matter required on the form. It is attached to each case 
by the records section and finally filed with the case. This form 
will frequently serve to refresh the memory of the desk sergeant in 
case he is called as a witness before a court martial. 



18. Privately owned automobiles. — Privately owned vehicles on 
a reservation and/or permitted to enter a reservation are registered in 
accordance with local regulations. The registration is the authority 
for the vehicle to operate on the reservation. 

a. Forms used for registering vehicles. — (1) Application for registra- 
tion of privately owned vehicles. — Application is submitted for each 
privately owned vehicle to be registered. Application for Registration 
of Privately Owned Vehicle (Form No. 18) is used for this purpose. 

(2) Notice for renewal of registration. — Registrations are issued for 
the calendar year. If the owner has not renewed the registration in 
accordance with regulations, a Notice of Renewal of Registration 
(Form No. 19) is sent for necessary action. 

(3) Registration card. — A registration card is issued for each vehicle 
authorized to operate on the reservation for the calendar year. Regis- 
tration Card (Form No. 20) is used for each vehicle authorized to 
operate on the reservation for a stated period of time. For use as a 
temporary registration, type the word "Temporary" on this form, in 
addition to the expiration date. This form is made out in duplicate. 
One copy is given to the owner; the other copy is filed numerically, 
by number of registration in the traffic section. 

(4) Registration tag or marker. — Each vehicle registered is required 
to display a tag or marker as prescribed by local regulations. 

b. Filing registration records. — (1) An accurate record of all vehicles 
registered is maintained. Applications for Registration of Privately- 
Owned Vehicle (Form No. 18) are filed alphabetically, by name of 
owner or owners. When filed alphabetically, the files may be divided 
into military and civilian, and further subdivided by organization and 
status of civilians as required. 

(2) Registration Index Card (Form No. 21) is used to file numeri- 
cally all registrations. The index files are divided into military and 
civilian, and the cards are filed in alphabetical order. Cross indexes 
by organization and status of civilian may be used, in which event 
additional cards are made. 
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(3) Registration records on file which are not renewed at the end 
of the year are removed from the active files, 

19. Other property, — Other items such as firearms, bicycles, 
cameras, or dogs are registered in accordance with local regulations 
• and appropriate forms may be designed therefor. 



20. Military and civilian. — Individuals residing on a reservation 
and/or permitted to enter a reservation are registered in accordance 
with local regulations. Identification cards and visitors' passes are 
issued as the authority to enter the reservation and for the purpose 
of identification. Military personnel may be identified by uniform or 
by W. D., A. G. O. Form 65-1 (Officer's Identification Card). All 
civilians registered are issued an identification card which, for control 
purposes, is validated every 30 days from the date of issue. Visitors 
are issued a visitor's pass in accordance with regulations governing 
visitors. 

21. Forms. — Forms used for registering individuals are — 

a. Fingerprints. — (1) Personal Identification Fingerprint (Form 
No. 22). Each individual 6 years of age or older residing on the post 
is fingerprinted on this form. 

(2) Visitor's Pass (Form No. 25), is issued as a means of registering 
an individual on the reservation for a few hours. 

6. Photograph. — Each person registered is photographed. A photo- 
graph 2% by 2% is made for the — 

(1) Personal Identification Index Card (Form No. 24). 

(2) Personal Identification Card (Form No. 23). 

(3) Personal Identification Fingerprint (Form No. 22). 

c. Identification card. — Each individual fingerprinted is issued an 
identification card. Personal Identification Card (Form No. 23), is 
used for this purpose. 

22. Filing of records (see par. 8/), — a. Personal Identification 
Fingerprint (Form No. 22), is filed by either of the following methods: 

(1) Fingerprint classification. 

(2) In alphabetical order. 

6. If filed according to fingerprint classification, the fingerprints 
are indexed. Personal Identification Index Card (Form No. 24) is 
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used for this purpose. The index cards are filed in alphabetical order 
under the heading, "Personal Identification Index." 

c. If filed in numerical order, the fingerprints are indexed on 
Personal Identification Index Card (Form No. 24).

1. The following orders pertaining to the use of firearms will be strictly com- 
plied with: 

a. The pistol will be carried in the holster and will be drawn only for the purpose 
of firing. 

b. It is expressly forbidden to use any firearm to threaten, strike, or frighten 
anyone. 

c. Firearms will be fired only for the following reasons: 

(1) To give the alarm in case of fire or other emergency. 

(2) For self defense. 

(3) To prevent serious crimes WHEN THEY CANNOT BE STOPPED BY 
OTHER MEANS. 

(4) To prevent the escape of a prisoner, the sentinel or member of the main 
guard will shout HALT. If the prisoner does not halt when the order is RE- 
PEATED ONCE the sentinel or member of the main guard will fire at him 
IF THERE IS NO OTHER POSSIBLE MEANS OF PREVENTING HIS 
ESCAPE. 

(5) When so ordered by special orders from proper authority. 

2. If a felony has been committed, any person having knowledge thereof is in 
duty bound to apprehend the felon. Should such felon attempt to escape, it is 
the duty of a military policeman or other person to use whatever means he has 
to prevent such escape. He may fire at him and, if such felon dies or is injured 
as a result thereof, there is no personal liability, criminal or civil, against the 
military policeman or other person acting in the performance of this duty.
